Among; Dtvarfs cf Andaman Island Con- 


tracting Parties Climb a 1'reo. 


Some ol the customs peculiar to 


couriv',:ip £u;d marriage turioug the race 
of <iv,iafs who inhabit the Andaman is- 
.ancl are, according to M. do Quatrc- 
fagcs, who recently published a book 
called 
"The ••Pygmies'- about these 


people, very peculiar. Not the least re- 
markable of them is the procedure of 
courtship. The young man who has 
made his choice addresses himself to the 
parents, who never refuse, but send the 
girl into the forest, where, before day, 
she conceala herself. The young man 
must fcul her. 


If Lo docs not succeed, he must re- 


noimcb all claim to her. The wedding 
ceremony of these people is equally 
cm-ions. M. Quatrefages tims describes 
it: ".The two parties climb two flexible 
trees growing near each other, which 
an old man then makes to bend toward 
each other. When the head of tho man 
touches the head of the girl, they are 
legally married.." 


Turning from Asia to Europe, wo 


find a very curious custom prevailing 
in Romnania. Among the peasantry of 
this country, when a.,girl attains a mar- 
riageable age her trousseau, which has 
in the meanwhile been carefully \yovea, 
spun and embroidered-by her inother 
and herself, is placed in a paintec 
wooden box. 


When n young man thinks of asking 


to be allowed to pay his attentions to 
the girl he is at liberty first to open the 
bos, which is always placed in n con 
vcnient position, and examine tho trous- 
seau. If Jio is satisfied with the quantity 
juid quality of the dowry, he mokes 
formal application for the girl's hand, 
but if not ho is quite at liberty to retire.

BOGO3 SILVER MEN ALAKMEU 


Last year and early in the present 


year the Republican papers of San 
Francisco had much to say in favor of 
free coinage. They admitted that the 
restoration of silver was necessary to 
restore prosperity, bat claimed that 
the only way to secure free silver was 
to rote the Republican ticket. Now 
three-fourths of the Republican State 
conventions hare declared for the gold 
standard and it is admitted that the 
National convention will declare against 
free coinage if not in plain words at 
least in language that can be so con- 
strued. 
Now those 
bogus 
silver 


papers are alarmed at the effect of what 
they said in favor of remcmetization- 
Ihey find fully one-third of the Re- 
pnblicana, those members of the party 
who are not seeking stalls at the public 
crib, are emphatic in their demands for 
free coinage and express their deter- 
mination to vote for the candidate who 
is unequivocally for silver, whether he 
he Republican, Democrat or Populist. 


It would be amusing were it not dis- 


gusting to read the pitiful appeals of 
San Francisco papers, which a few 
months ago pretented to be for free 
coinage, to their leaders to remain with 
the Republican party. They think the 
thousands who were in comfortable 
circumstances before the gold standard 
was firmly fastened on the country and 
who are now on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy by reason of the unprecedented 
depreciation in the value of property, 
should aid in bringing themselves to 
abject poverty by voting for a party 
that is committed to the single gold 
standard. They endeavor to make a 
distinction between Cleveland's policy 
and Republican policy when none e\- 
ista They imagine that the people are 
not aware of the fact that a majority of 
Cleveland's apologists in Congress are 
Republicans. They tell their readers 
that Claveland is responsible for the 
bond issues, but when the silver men 
of all parties in the Senate pass a bill 
over the combined vote of the gold men 
to prohibit the issuance of bonds, Mr. 
Reed's House, which is two-thirds Re- 
publican, holds a consultation to de- 
cide which would be the most dis- 
respectful method of disposing of tbe 
bill—to ignore it altogether or without 
debate indefinitely postpone consideia- 
tion of the subject.

Both men are desperate 
characters.

French, German or other European 
stamp is put on this silver it passes 
current at the ratio of 15>3 grains of 
silver to 1 grain of gold. This about 
doubles its value and it enables England 
to purchase wheat and cotton in Egypt 
and India at one-half the price it would 
hare to pay lor those commodities if 
the market and coinage value of silver 
were equal. If England had to pay 
$1 29 an ounce instead of 69 cents an 
ounce for the silver which it coins into 
rupees for use in its East Indian pos- 
sessions the wheat and cotton which it 
purchases with rupees would cost very 
nearly twice as much as they do to-day, 
and the wheat and cotton which the 
United States exports to Europe would 
advance proportionately in price. 


Bat the men whom the people, those 


who raise wheat, cotton, corn, pork and 
other things which Europe buys in tbe 
United States, elect to legislate for the 
country, are backed by those who profit 
by the low price of silver and the cor- 
respondingly low prices of farm prod- 
ucts, and the; insist on the single gold 
standard, and tell the producers it is 
good for them, and, strange to say, 
many of the producers believe them, 
and shout for them in campaigns and 
rote for them on election day.
